Cattleyas 


The Most Popular, and Easiest-to-Grow Orchids 


As you will note from the photograph at the bottom 

of this page, it takes about seven years to produce flower- 
ing size plants from seed. For the povice grower, we 
suggest starting with several MATURE PLANTS 
PURCHASED  INSSEASON ANDY EN “BUD \so you 
will not have so long to wait for your first flowers. All 
our plants so advertised are sent already potted, in bud, 
and ready to flower when ordered in season. 
Light: Certainly the most important factor in good cul- 
ture for a home collection. Place the plants in a bright 
window, where plant will get DIRECT sun, preferably 
both morning and afternoon, with protection only from 
hot, burning sun; otherwise, no curtains, blinds or 
draperies. 


Temperature: About 60° at night, 72° or higher with 
sun heat during the day. Occasional deviations will not 
harm the plants, as all orchids will stand for a few 
hours temperatures as low as 40°. 
temperature that does the damage. 


Humidity: In the GROWING area, set the plants on a 
tray filled with pebbles (any pebbles will do) and water. 
Make sure the growing area is FREE FROM FORCED 
DRAFTS, since moving air is drying. Make sure, too, 
that there is a LITTLE SPACE between the bottom 
of the pot and the water level, to permit air to circulate 
and pick up moisture from the wet pebbles. See illus- 
tration on the next page. 


It is prolonged low 


Watering: Pour two cups or more onto the top of the 
osmunda every FIVE to SEVEN days, depending upon 
the weather. During cool, wet weather, you will need 
to water less frequently. During hot, dry weather you

will need ta water more frequently. Most of the water 
will run through the potting material (osmunda or the 
newer fir bark mixes). In any case DO NOT OVER- 
WATER. 


Flowering: Most Cattleyas flower once a year at about 
the same time each year. Each growth or stem flowers 
but once. The new flowers for the next year will come 
from new growths. DIPLAY BLOOMING PLANTS 
ANYWHERE about the house, in any way you like. 
No NEED FOR THE HUMIDITY TRAY, just so 
they are out of drafts. 


Cypripediume 


Light: Need a bit less light than Cattleyas. Window sill 
growers often compensate for this by placing them be- 
hind the Cattleyas. 


Temperature: Mottled leaf Cypripediums need the same 
temperature as do Cattleyas. Plain leaf types require 
5° less temperature. 


Humidity: Same arrangement as for Cattleyas. 


Watering: Need CONSTANT moisture about the roots. 
Water frequently, keep wet. These will thrive with the 
pot plunged halfway down into the pebbles. 


Flowering: Each growth will flower as it comes into 
maturity, seldom a set season, but heavy winter bloomers. 


Odontoglessume 
light: About the same light as for Cattleyas. 


Temperature: A cool-growing plant, needing 72° or so 
daytimes, with a drop ta 50° or 55° at night. NOT 
RECOMMENDED where climate includes prolonged 
high heat at night. 


Humidity: Same arrangement as for Cattleyas. 


Watering: Water same as for Cattleyas, except during 
semi-dormant season, just after flowering until new 
growth appears, when watering should be decreased 
slightly. 


Flowering: Flowers once a year about the same time 
each year. 


Cymbidiume 
Light: Filtered sunlight. 


Temperature: Same as for Odontoglossums. Graws best 
in cool glasshouse but may be grown outdoors in climates 
where killing frosts do not occur. 


Humidity: Natural humidity is usually sufficient. 
Watering: Keep moist, but not dripping wet, at all times. 


Flowering: Flawers early January through late Spring 
A few very early varieties, such as our Cymbidium Red- 
wood (see page 19 for prices and descriptions), flawer 
just at or before Christmas. These plants may be dis- 
played indoors when in bloom, at which time they stand 
heat best. 


Vandas 


Light: Need more light than most orchids. Some varieties 
grown in full outdoor sunlight in Hawaii. 
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Temperature: Strictly a warm-growing variety, ideal 
minimum at night is 65° plus. Not recommended for 
in-the-home collections, although a fair degree of success 
has been attained by some home growers. These plants 
do best in glasshouses. 


Humidity: Same arrangements as for Cattleyas. Vandas 
need even more humidity. 


Watering: Should be always moist. Water frequently. 


Flowering: Long lasting sprays appear, sometimes six 
times a year. 


Phalaenopsis 
Light: Need a little less light than Cattleyas. 


Temperature: Another warm variety. Ideal for mini- 
mum at night of 65° plus. Although some success has 
been attained by home orchid growers, these plants are 
generally considered a bit trickier than are Cattleyas in 
the home. 


Humidity: Same arrangement as for Cattleyas. 


Watering: Should have fairly constant moisture at the 
roots, but do not keep potting mix dripping wet. 


Flowering: Long lasting spikes, flower usually twice a 
year. 


Generally Speaking 


Orchids need little attention, other than watering, 
and an occasional clean up for the leaves. Use a soft 
damp cloth moistened with a little water. Orchids are 
very pest-free, and a small home collection will seldom 
need sprays of any sort. 


All genera of orchids should be repotted once every 
two years. Until recently most were potted in osmunda, 
a dried tree fern root. This must be packed into the 
pot very firmly, using a pressure of roughly 60 pounds 
on the potting stick. Within the last year or so, how- 
ever, a new medium has been introduced on the market. 
It is a shredded fir bark with nutrients added, and 
greatly simplifies potting, for it may be used just as 
any ordinary potting mixture, no more tedious packing 
of the osmunda, or even tamping, for watering takes 
care of that. Our product we have given the trade name 
of WONDERBARK, and you will find it pictured 
and priced on page 23 of the catalog. Write for full 
directions as to its use.
